MI15), who was verbally attacked by a man 
during a health-care forum held in Romu- 
lus last week, has responded to the man and 
his concerns with an open letter. 

Washtenaw County resident Mike 
Sola, whose adult son suffers from cerebral 
palsy, was one of a multitude of protestors 
who came to the Romulus Athletic Center 
meeting site on August 6 to express their 
doubts about how House Resolution 3200, 


- America’s Affordable Health Choices Act, 


would affect them and their families. But, 
the crowd’s loud, often unruly behavior 
made it difficult for Dingell to share infor- 
mation about the plan, which the Congress- 
man said has been both misrepresented and 
misunderstood. 3 
Dingell’s letter — which follows — at- 
tempts to answer some of the doubting 
public's most frequently asked questions. _

“Dear Mr. Sola, 


“T know you left last week's health care 


reform town hall in Romulus without 


answers to your question about what the 
bill does to help people with disabilities. I 
attempted to explain an amendment which 
was adopted by the House Energy and 
Commerce Committee, but sadly before I 
was able to give the details of that amend- 
ment, the crowd became disruptive. In my 
more than 50 years as a member of Con- 
gress I have always worked to represent my 
constituents, the great people of Michigan's 
15" Congressional District, well. 

“In our exchange, I mentioned an 
amendment that I offered that would help 
disabled Americans, like your son, Scott. 
That amendment is the Community Living 
Assistance Services and Supports (CLASS) 
Act, which would create a new, voluntary 
national insurance program for adults who 
become functionally disabled. This legisla- 
tion will preserve the dignity of people who, 
despite their functional impairments, wish

“We need small Mom and Pop busi- 
ness,” he explained. “Sixty years ago, we 
actually had more in this township than we 
do today as a city. We had a theater, jewelry 
store, dime store, pool hall, skating rink, 
steel foundry, Secretary of State office, and, 
of course, two drug stores with a soda shop 
inside ... 

“Now,” he continued, “we have none 
of these things, not even a restaurant in our 
downtown area. Matter. of fact, we have 
several empty buildings and roads that are 
terrible (recently halfway fixed). 

“Instead, we have the Landing Strip 


- in our downtown area that our city council 


voted to reopen.” 

Sharrow believes that small businesses 
would bring life back to the community.

working, supporting their families, and 
living at home. This amendment, which I 
cosponsored with Representative Frank 
Pallone (D-NJ), passed by voice vote on day 
three of the healthcare markup. 

“The CLASS Act is widely supported 
by many disability groups including United 
Cerebral Palsy, American Association of 
People with Disabilities, Assisted Living 
Federation of America, National Council 
on Aging, National-Multiple Sclerosis Soci- 
ety, the Evangelical Lutheran Good Samari- 
tan Society, and the Catholic Health Asso- 
ciation of the United States (a complete list 
is attached). The legislation is based on the 
principles of independence, choice, and 
empowerment, and creates a framework to 
help individuals gain access to the care they 
need to live independently. I first introduced 
this as a stand-alone bill in 2007 (H.R. 
3001) and again this year as H.R. 1721. 
The CLASS Act passed as part of the Sen- 
ate Health, Education, Labor and Pension 
Committee's health care reform bill and is 
one of the Obama Administration's priori- 
ties. Attached is a copy of the amendment. 

“Beyond the CLASS Act amendment, 
there are other parts of H.R. 3200 that will 
guarantee care for your son. First, this bill 
ends the insurance practice of denying cov- 
erage due to a pre-existing condition or 
charging higher premiums based on health 
status and gender. If your son ever had to 
buy insurance on his own, he would be 
guaranteed coverage. In addition, the bill 
ends lifetime limits on benefits. With the 
status quo, no such guarantee exists. 

“Also, H.R. 3200 will ensure that no 
one will ever again go bankrupt because of 
medical bills. The bill ends lifetime limits 
on benefits, which should bring a particu- 
lar comfort to all families who have a loved 
one with a disability because they often need 
a lot of costly medical care. 

“H.R. 3200 will protect Americans by 
requiring all health plans to provide a cer- 
tain level of core benefits. Health insurance 
plans can offer more than the core benefits 
and we expect them to do so. However, the 
minimum benefits every plan will be re- 
quired to provide includes: 

° Hospitalization. 


Outpatient hospital and outpatient 
clinic services, including emergency 
department services. 

e Professional services of physicians and 
other health professionals. 

e Such services, equipment, and supplies 
incidental to the services of a physician’s 
or a health professional’s delivery of care 
in institutional settings, physician of- 
fices, patients homes or place of resi- 
dence, or other settings, as appropriate. 

e Prescription drugs. 

° Rehabilitative and habilitative services. 


¢ Mental health and substance use disor- 


der services. 

e Preventive services, including those ser- 
vices recommended with a grade of A 
or B by the Task Force on Clinical Pre- 
ventive Services and those vaccines 
recommended for use by the Director 
of the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

° Maternity care. 

° Well baby and well child care and oral 
health, vision, and hearing services, 
equipment, and supplies at least for chil- 
dren under 21 years of age. 

“Finally, your son will have a range of 
options when it comes to insurance plans. 
He will be able to keep his current plan, if 
so desired. No one will force him into any 
plan against his will. 


“As a father I understand your concern. 


We all want the best health care for our 


children and loved ones. That is exactly why 
I sponsored H.R. 3200, America’s Afford- 
able Health Choices Act of 2009. I strongly 


believe that quality, affordable health care 


is a right for all Americans, regardless of 
age, gender, disabilities and race. I believe 
this bill will give all people the peace of 
mind that comes from knowing that regard- 
less of what twists and turns life brings, 
health insurance will always be available and 


affordable.

Solar School Bus Stop Lights Coming 


The Taylor Board of Education has em- 
braced the City of Taylor's Adopt-A- 
Watt™ clean energy program. On July 14, 
the Board unanimously voted to moye for- 
ward with sponsored solar school bus stop 
lights through the National Adopt-A-Watt 
Program. Adopt-A-Watt is designed to in- 
crease safety for school children and gener- 
ate new revenue for clean energy projects 
for the Taylor School District and the City, 
which initiated the program months ago. 
It is projected that 50 solar lights will be 
installed at Taylor school bus stops. Spon- 
sorships will completely pay for the lights. 

Revenue raised in excess of the cost of 


the lights will be divided evenly between 


the School District and City. The excess 


funds can be used for any purpose that re- 
duces fossil fuel consumption and operat- 
ing costs. Projects under consideration in- 
clude the purchase of new plug-in hybrid 
electric vehicles for the City and, for the 
School District, cleaner burning biodiesel 
fuel for school buses or even large-scale solar 
electric systems for school buildings. 

The cost for sponsoring solar school 
bus stop lights is relatively inexpensive, ac- 
cording to Adopt-A-Watt founder Thomas 
A. Wither. For instance, he said, all 50 solar 
lights in the Taylor district could be spon- 
sored for the average yearly cost of a single 


highway billboard in Metro Detroit. 


“City officials enjoy a great working 
relationship with the Taylor Board of Edu- 
cation and the Superintendent's office,” said 
Mayor Cameron G. Priebe. “The Adopt-

Mayor Cameron G. Priebe has an- 
nounced that the City of Taylor is the bene- 
ficiary of a $3-million award in Federal 
Stimulus Money for the creation of a sound 
wall along the I-94 Freeway at Telegraph 
Road. The project is slated to begin con- 
struction this fall. 

The funds are the result of a City of 
Taylor request for stimulus money from 
December 3, 2008. The funds will be sent 
directly from the Federal government to the 
State of Michigan. 

“I am proud to say that the City of 
Taylor was ahead of the curve, applying for 
stimulus money even before the new Presi- 
dent was sworn in,” said the mayor, who 
made his announcement at the August 4 
council meeting. 

According to Priebe, the former City 
administration and council approved Tay- 
lor’s participation of $3 million for the 
project on August 20, 2002. Priebe’s ad- 
ministration has been seeking relief from 
the commitment since November 2007.

“We met with the State many times in 


an attempt to get some relief from the com- 


mitment; the stimulus plan was the relief 
we needed,” he said. 

“I was disappointed when I learned of 
this $3-million problem when taking office 
in 2005, but a contract is a contract. We 
agreed to do it,” Priebe continued. “It turns 
out to be a win-win situation. The residents 
get the sound wall they need and the City 
of Taylor is off the hook for an earlier com- 
mitment we were struggling to meet.” 

Mayor Priebe praised Joseph Nardone, 
the City’s executive director of development 
services, who requested the stimulus money 
on behalf of the city and coordinated the 
application process with his staff. 

The Mayor also thanked U.S. Repre- 
sentative John D. Dingell, State Represen- 
tative Douglas Geiss, and State Senator 
Raymond Basham, along with Governor 
Jennifer Granholm, U.S. Senator Debbie 
Stabenow, and the Michigan Department 
of Transportation, including Director Kirk 
Steudle, and Kim Avery, manager of the 
Taylor Transportation Service Center.
